TEtflEIS IN PANIC 



Par Capita Disappoiatiiig 
And Teachers May 
Balk. 



Suparlataadaat Howard advtaaa aa 
that tha aehool par capita this yaar 

la only $5.25. This is a grave dis- 
appointment to the teachers, s'nce 
with the reiliH l ion of the nuuilier of 
pupils resulting from a change of the 
maximum achool age from twenty to 
eightaaa it waa aapaetad tha par capi- 
ta woald ba aoar t7.td. 

Under tha law teachara of fl.-st 
class schools must be paid a salary of 
not less than $.")0 a month and ilio.-ie 
of second class not less than $4.'i. 
There are forty (our of these in the 
county. Sehooto having laaa than nt- 
ty paplto ara tarmad aamrgaaey 
sehoola. aad thMa aia aighty two of 
thaaa. Thare are a thonaand leas 

paplto of the comiiioii schools in the 
county this year than last, and with 
the per i-apiia f.'i.li) last year and 
only $5.25 this year it will be S'ien 
the moaay tor taachara' aalarias U 
radnoad by aboat 91,004. 

It tha school money tor this yoar 
wara equally distributed among the 
140 teachers the monthly salary 
would be only $39 a month, and 
when the teachbra ot the forty (our 
sehooto ara paid at tiO aad 045 dol- 
lars a month, tha aumay romalolag 
(or the paymaat ot tha taaahara of 
till' reiiiaining aighty two aehoula 
will be so inadequate that the Super- 
intendent fears iiKiiiy of the smaller 
schools may not be able to secure 
teachara. It la a deplorable condi- 
tion, and one difficult to account tor.

War Board Finds Supply 
Small, Production 



Waahlagtoa, July 14.— Oorara- 

ment control of the tobacco Industry 
of the United States may result from 
the heavy requirement of the allies 
and- the American military forcea 
abroad. Rationing of the Amaricaa 
population is ballavad to ba a ftiaal 
blllty. ' 

Tha War Industries Board aa* 
nouneed to-day that It haa been con- 
ducting an liivi'sligation to determine 
the reiiuirements abroad and the 
Riiuiunt that must be conserved In 
this country to meet the situation. It 
estimates that approximately two- 
thlrda ot tha leaf tobaaeo ralaad ta 
this country In 1917 will ba aTaflahla 
for .\merlcan manufacturers. Out of 
this mnst come cigarette and pipe to- 
bacco for troops not yet overseas and 
exports of manufactured tobacco, la 
addition to cigarettes and tob 
parehaaad haca for Balginm.
